Injuvction Against the Lomboard aud
Sowth Ntreets Rallway Gompany,

Burrmur Cover ar Nt Pmive—In Equity—
Justice Strong. —The City of Philadelphin, ot al.,
ve, The Lombard and South Siretts Passonger
Rallway Company. In this case, which wo re
yorted on the argumest of the bill in equily
and demurrer thereto, Justice Btrong this moro-
